I would like to start by thanking Mike Conner 
for GMlng the game and providing LSD as a forum for 
its madness. Mike's job was the most difficult of all, 
dealing with 7 highly emotional, neurotic, and paranoid 
players week in, week out. Although there were some 
rough spots, on the whole I found Mike to be fair and 
conscientious. I would also like to thank all my fellow 
participants for an engaging experience. 

The format of the game balanced the intense, 
verbal contact of FTF Dip with sufficient negotiation 
periods for in-depth consideration of strategy and 
tactics. Unfortunately, last-minute negotiations and 
deals were the norm and' often made the night before 
the deadline frantic, at best. 

As a player I did not find the game too time- 
consuming. It was no more so than one or two postal 
games, although the phone game progressed much 
more quickly. It was nice to finish a 12-year game 
in 6 months, as opposed to a postal game of 2 years 
or more. 

As for the game, I am please to have formed an 
A-G alliance In 1908 which stalemated Austria. Tfl 
then, A & R stood each other off in the east and 
moved westward without effective opposition. In fact, 
by 1903 A had created a power vacuum in the Med that 
practically guaranteed his participation in the endgame. 

The early collapse of F & I decreed that the sur- 
viving western powers, E & G', combine to limit Robert's 
expansion in the west. Yet in 1904 I found myself at 
war with G. I was forced to ally with R to survive, 
but in so doing, allow R to grow dangerously large. 

Austria never pushed his advantage in the Iberian 
bottleneck, probably because I repeatedly promised to 
stab R when the time was right. It was right In 1908. 
As G began to collapse In 1906-7 under E and R attacks 
a German fleet got behind Russian lines and invested 
Stp. In 1908, R turned his forces eastward to deal 
wtth this, and I couldn't resist the shiny backside. 
Once the stab was made, G had to ally with me to 
finish R off and stalemate A. The game was drawn in 
1912 with R still alive, a recognition of Terry's spirit 
spirited defense of Sev against Austria.

, . ,£o Doug's comments I would like to add that I 
would like to congratulate him and the composite 
Germany for their respective recoveries from tempo- 
rary setbacks to build their nations into forces able 
to stop the Austrian advance.

GMlng a phone game proved to require a lot of 
time. With one move season a week, it entailed 
contact with all players twice for receiving and report- 
ing moves, twice more for retreats and /or builds each 
week. As GM I needed to be available for a given 
period of time (morning hours before noon on deadline 
days) to receive orders. When I couldn't observe the 
"office hours" once or twice, it fouled up the rhythm 
of the game, as ad hoc solutions were found. The 
lack of clearly understood houserules, especially re- 
garding NMR procedure, and the search for reasonable 
ways to handle problems as they came up created some 
difficulties. More explicit HRs, or more developed ones 
could save grief for future phone GMs.and players.
